THIS WAS AN IMPORTANT MEETING IN US-SOUTHEAST ASIA RELA- 
TIONS COMING THREE YEARS AFTER COLLAPSE OF US POLICY IN 
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INDOCHINA FOLLOWED BY PROTRACTED UNCERTAINTY AND 
SKEPTICISM ON THE PART OF SOUTHEAST ASIAN NATIONS 
CONCERNING THE PRIORITY THE US ATTACHES TO ITS ASIA 
POLICY AND THE STEADFASTNESS WITH WHICH IT IS PREPARED 
TO PURSUE IT. THIS MEETING, MORE THAN ANY PREVIOUS 
ATTEMPT ON OUR PART, HAS DEMONSTRATED THE MUTUALITY OF
